REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendments, as suggested by the Examiner in the Office action mailed on 4/19/10, have 
overcome the previously relied upon 1 12, first paragraph rejection. Additionally, Applicants 
filing of two Terminal Disclaimers have overcome the previously relied upon obviousness 
double patenting rejections. Claims 17-23 and 29-35 were indicated as allowable in the Office 
action mailed on 12/2/09. Claims 24-28 are allowable for the same reasons given in the 12/2/09 
Office action for claims 17-23 and 29-35. None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests 
Applicants claimed carbinol-functional silicone resins. Harrod et al. (US Pat. 3,410,820) and 
Onishi et al. (US Pat. 4,822,716) are believed to represent the closest prior art. However, neither 
Harrod et al. nor Onishi et al. teach silicone resins which are free of aromatic groups. 
Independent claims 17, 22 and 29 require unit (iii) to be present and wherein R 3 is an alkyl 
group. Additionally, none of the art of record teaches the methods of preparing the carbinol- 
functional silicone resins of independent claims 24 and 27. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
